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ABOUT THE BOOK 


HIS is a book about Molly and May, two Sunbonnet Babies. 

In it they do all the things and see all the sights that real 
girls and boys do and see at the happy age of five or six. It is 
intended as the first book to be placed in the hands of children 
when they begin to read. 

The quaint manner of the Sunbonnet Babies and the dainty 
colors of the illustrations will catch the eyes of children and 
interest them at once. Their curiosity being aroused, they will © 
seek eagerly for the story. In the text they will find nothing that 
they cannot understand and read easily. 

In the place of the usual disconnected stories and changing 
characters, this Primer is practically a continued story, with Molly 
and May always upon the scene. The things which they see and 
do are not told for them, but by them, from the first ‘“‘ How do you 
do?” to the last ““Good-by.” ‘The reader becomes at once a part 
of the life and action of the stories, many of which may be drama- 
tized, as on pages 25, 62-64, 78-84, 98-102, and acted by the children 
to excellent advantage. ‘The technical side of the Primer has not 
been sacrificed for interest’s sake. The total amount of reading 
matter consists of nearly five thousand words. The vocabulary is 
the natural vocabulary of children, and contains only 329 words, 
averaging hardly more than three new words to a page. 

The pictures represent a complete departure in schoolbook 
illustration. ‘ They interpret the text and appeal to the child on his 
own level. They are not “grown-up” drawings. Miss Corbett’s 
delightful creations promise to take a place beside the classic chil- 
dren of Kate Greenaway and Palmer Cox’s Brownies. 

A word of thanks is due Miss Elizabeth Hall, principal of the 
Normal Training School, Lewiston, Maine, whose kindly criticism 
and suggestions have been of much value in the writing of these 
stories. 

After all, this is not my book. It belongs by right of telling 
to Molly and May, who share it with their little friends.
